LONDON, July 6.—Las$ night’s division in 
the House has produced a tremendous sensa- 
tion. What the allied ferces of Liberals and 
Parnellites, led by Gladstone and Parnell, 
have completely failed 0 do, one little milli- 
ner has accomplished with ease. She was 
greatly aided of course, by the incredible folly 
of the ‘‘Old Bailey lawyer,’’ Matthews, whom 
Lord Randolph Churchill kicked into the posi- 
tion of Home Secretary, and whom he has now 
helped to kick out again. The division was 
the first serious blow this Government has re- 
ceived. It was, of course, a vote of censure 
on Matthews, whose resignation is fully ex- 


justice as well as a tactical political victory.

STONY CREEK’S TRAGEDY. 


Peter Coffey to be Tried for the Murder of 
Station Agent Way. ; 
By Telegraph to the Post-DisPparcn. 


Deputy Sheriff Charles R. Speigel of New 
Haven, was given a subpoena by Sheriff Gates 
to summon witnesses to appear before the 
Grand-jury in the case of Peter Coffey of this 
place, against whom the Grand-jury will be 
asked to bring a true bill. This was the first 
intimation that leaked outthatthe State had 


been doing anything toward discovering the 
murderer of Charies J. Way, the station 
agent on the Shore ne at 
this place, who was killed several 
months ago. One night, shortly after 10 
o’clock, the mangled remains of the station 
anent were found lying beside the track in 
front of the station. The 10:l5accommodation 
train had just passed along and it was sup- 
posed that Way had accidentally — upon 
the track, or that he had commi suicide. 
It was later found that Way and one Peter 
Coffey had been engaged in selling liquor 
illegally, and Coffey,, when questioned, 
gave several conflicting stories as 
his actions and whereabouts on 
night of the murder. Coffey took the 
train that killed Way to Guilford and 
hid a whisky jug there, which the State has at 
last found after a deal of trouble. When Cof- 
fey came back the next morning, he told sev- 
eral 1 1 that Charlie Way had been run 
over by the train, when, according to ali the 
stories he has told relative to his whereabouts, 
he could not possibly have known this. When 
the Coroner put Coffey under oath, his state- 
ments were conflicting, and he tried to throw 
suspicion on other parties. 
hen Way’s remains were picked up, it was 

found that his pocket had been picked and 
everything taken except an old silver w 
Way bad just received his month’s pay. A 
knotted cloth tnat had been torn from an old 

air of overhauls, was found near the track. 

his was used, it was learned, to gag the 
victim and had been torn off before the train 
came along. The State detectives had much to 
contend within the case, as there were conflict- 
ing clews, but they strongly suspected Coffey 
all the time and kept a close watch on his 
movements. A day or two ago it was disco: 
ered that the station agent had been in the act 
of sendingatelegram when he was stricken 
down by the assassin. This telegram was not 
finished at the time, but was sent later by 
some other party. This leads to the belief 
that the murder was premeditated. A witness 
in Stony Creek states that on the night of the 
murder the station-house was dark, but he 
could hear parties talking inside in angry tones, 
and one of the parties was a woman. Tbe 
belief in Stony Creek is that the murder was 
committed in consequence of Way’s well- 
known relations to 8 woman in town. 
The State is supposed to have a strong case 
against Coffey, although it is not probable 
that the murder was committed by one man 
alone. The State’s Attorney has made great 
exertions to keep the matter quiet, but new 
and startling developments are anticipated in 
a day or two.

UNIONTOWN, Pa., July 6.—The presence of 
Pinkerton’s armed men in the coke régions has 
caused intense excitement, and serious 
trouble may follow. The strikers are indig- 
nant and denounce the action of the Operators 
in bringing the detectives into the regions in 
loudest terms. Last night 500 strikers 
at West Leisenring held a meeting and unani- 
mously resolved to continue the strike. At 
Jimtown, it is said, the men are weakening, 


and a large number are expected to return to 
work before the close of the week. William 
Mullen, Secretary of the Miners’ Association, 
in a statement to the newspapers, says: The 
men are quiet but determined, and the 
introduction of the Pinkerton detectives 
into the coke region, will be the advent of a 
bitter feeling between employers and em. 
ployed that years will not eradicate. The 
strikers will be counselled to keep within the 
limits of the law, but the landing of Pinker- 
ton's agents has been the starting of rioting 
and of bloodshed wherever they have been 
used. There may be some disturbance in the 
Connelisville coke regien, however, and some 
lives lost. ‘The responsibility will rest upon 
those who brought the detectives here. 

The detectives are in charge of Superintend- 
ent Limden of Philadelphia and Capt. Foley 
of Chicago. They aie not here, they say, to 
cause trouble, but to prevent it, and protect 
those who desire to returnto work. They will 
remain until the strike has been broken. 

This was the day set by the operators fora 
resumption of work by those of their old em- 
ployes who had expressed themselves as 
willing to S0 back at the old 
rate of wages. The works generally 
throughout the region were open to all who 
desired to return. At a number of them some 
of the strikers reported and were put to 
work. At no place was the number large, 
though, as the 23 say, there were 
enough to show that a resumption of work 
had actually commenced on the morning 
designated. Everything is quiet, and so far 
Pinkterton’s men have had nothing to do.

determine whether the schedule of rates pre- 
pared and adopted by any such common Car- 
rier is reasonable and just. 

Sec. 7. In all cases where freight passes 
over continuous lines or routes within this 
State, such as in the first section of this act 10 
described, operated By more than one com- 
mon carrier, and the several common carriers 
operating such lines or routes establish joint 
rates, fares or charges for such continuous 
lines or routes, copies of such joint tariffs 
shall also be filed with the Railroad Commis- 
sioners of this State, and shall be published in 
such manner as may be directed by the com- 
missioners. 

Src. 8. It shall be the duty of said Railroad 
Commissioners to see that such schedules of 
joint rates, fares and charges are reasonable 
and just, and that such schedules of joint 
rates, fares and charges shall be observed by 
all the common carriers who are parties to the 
same. But no such common carrier, party to 
any such joint tariff, shall be lable for 
the failure of any other such common carrier 
party thereto, to observe and adhere to 
the rates, fares and charges as made 
and published. If any such common carrier 
shall neglect or refuse for a period of thirty 
days to file or publish ite schedules of rates, 
fares and charges, as provided for in this 
act, or any part of the same, it shall be 
the duty of the said Railroad Commission- 
ers to make out and print a schedule or 
schedules of reasonable rates for such com- 
mon carrier, and deliver copy or copies of the 
same to such common carrier. Such deliv- 
ery shall be by messenger, by registered 
letter, or by any Sheriff in this State. It shall 
be the duty of every Sheriff to 
serve and deliver the same whenever 
directed thereto by an order of said 
Board of Railroad Commissioners, and shall 
return the same in like manner, and with like 
effect to said Board as in case of summons in 
civil suits. Such common carriers, for whom 
such schedules shall be made by said Board, 
shall keep the same posted in their depots and 
stations as required in this act for schedules 
made out by them in compliance with law and 
the provisions of this act concerning the 
schedules required to be made by such com- 
missioners, and the changing thereof shall 
apply tgthe schedules made by said Board as 


provided in this section. The cost of 
preparing, printing anda delivering said 
schedules shall be paid by such 


common carrier, and shall be specified in an 
order of said Board entered of record, and a 
copy of said order certified by the secretary of 
said Board shall be prima facie evidence of the 
amount which ought to be paid and may be 
recovered in an action in the name of the State 
at the relation of said Board before any court 
or Justice of the Peace in this State having 
jurisdiction of the amount thereof. A copy of 
such schedules so made by said Board, 
certified by the secretary of said Board, shall, 
in proceeding wherein is involved the reason- 
ableness and justness of the charges and rates 
of such commissioners, be prima facie evi- 
dence that rates therein fixed are reasonable 
and just. 


Sec. 9. It shall be ‘unlawful for any such 
common carrier as is described in section one 
efthis act, to enter into any combination, 
contract or agreement, to prevent by change 
of time schedule, carriage in different cars, or 


by any other means or devices, the 
carriage of freights from being con- 
tinuous from the place of shipment 


to the place of destination within this 
State, and no break of bulk, stoppage or in- 
terruption made by such common carrier shall 
preventthe carriage of freight from being 
treated as one continuous carriage from the 
place of shipment to the place of destination, 
unless such break, stoppage or interruption 
was made in good faith for some necessary 
purpose, and without any intent to avoid or 
unnecessarily interrupt such continuous car- 
riage or evade any of the provisions ofthis act: 
Provided, that nothing herein contained shall 
be construed as requiring any rail- 
road now belonging to ciass C, and connecting 
or crossing a trunk line or any branch thereof, 
to take and accept for its share and part of 
the earnings on freight that may be so received 
from such trunk line or any branch thereof, 
or shipped from its line over such 
trunk line or any branch thereof, a 
pro rata part of the total freight earnings from 
the point at whitch such shipment is received 
to the place of destination. 


Sue. 10. That in case any such common 
carrier shall do or cause to be done any act or 
thing in this act prohibited or declared to be 
unlawful, or shall omit to do any act or thing 
in this act required to be done, then such 
common carrier shall be liable to the person 
or persons injured thereby for three times the 
amount of damage sustained in consequence 
of the violation of the provisions of this act, 
together with a reasonable attorney’s fee, to 
be fixed by the court, which fee shall be 
taxed and collected as part of the costs in the 
case. 


Sec. ll. That any person or persons claim- 


ing to be damaged by any common carrier by 
reason of any violation ofthe provisions of 
this act, may bring suit therefor in any cir-

That any such common carrier in 
the first section described, or any of its of- 
ficers, agents or employes, inciuding receiv- 
ers, trustees and lessees, who alone, or with 
any other person, company or corporation, 
shall do or cause to be done, or shall permit 
to be done, any act, matter or thing in this act 
prohibited or declared to be unlawful, or shall 
ald or abet therein, or fail to do any act or 
thing in this act required to be done, or shall 
cause any act or thing not to be done whieh this 
act directs shall be done, or shall aid or abet 
any such omission, shall be deemed guilty of 
a violation of the law, and shall forfeit a sum 
not exceeding $5,000 for each and every of- 
fense. 

Sec. 18. It shall de the duty of the Railroad 
Commissioners of this State to see that the 
provisions of this act are enforced. When 
complaint is made in writing by any person 
having an interest in the matter about which 
complaint is made that any rate or rates 
established by any such common carrier 
are unreasonable, unjust or extortionate, 
or that any of the provisions of this 
act have been or are being violated, 
it shall be the duty of said Railroad 
Commissioners to proceed at once to investi- 
gate such complaint and determine the truth 
of the same, and for that purpose said Rail- 
road Commissioners shall have power to sum- 
mon witnesses and to require the production 
of any necessary books, papers or written 
documents in possession of the common car- 
rier complained of, and to this end written or 
printed communications, signed by any one of 
such Railroad Commissioners and attested 
by the Secretary of such commission, 
under seal and sent by registered letter 
through the mail or delivered penmsonaily to 
the person addressed, shall be deemed a suf- 
ficient service. Witnesses so summoned by 
said commissioners shall be entitled to the 
same fees as are allowed in Circuit Courts in 
civil cases. In case of the failure or refusal 
of any person or persons so summoned to at- 
tend and testify at the time and place specified 
in sald summons, or to produce any designa- 
ted books, papers or documents required or 
called for, as provided for in this section, 
failing 


such person or persons 
shall be deemed guilty of con- 
tempt, and said Railroad Commissioners 


shall have power to impose such penalties as 
the Circuit Court of this State may impose for 
like offenses. And if any common carrier, or 
any officer, agent or servant thereof, shall 
wilfully or 2 obstruct and prevent 
said Railroad Commissioners from making 
such investigations as are authorized by this 
act, they shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and on conviction thereof 
may be punished by fine not exceeding five 
hundred dollars. For the purpose of conduct- 
ing such examination such Railroad Commis- 
sioners, or any of them, shall have ped gh 
to administer oaths or affirmations, and they 
shall prescribe such rules and regulations for 
the conduct of such investigation as they may 
deem best to enable them to arrive at the 
facts, but in every case a full and fair hearing 
shall be accorded to all parties having an in- 
terest in such case.

the matter on such short notice 
to the common carrier complained of 
as the court shall deem reason- 
able.

cute, in such mode and by such per- 
sons as it may appoint, all such 
inguiries as may seem needful to enable it to 
form a just judgment in the matter of such pe- 
tition. Onsuch hearing the report of said 
commissioners shall be prima facie evidence 
of the matters therein stated; and if it be made 
to appear to the court on such hearing, or on 
report of such persons appointed as aforesaid, 
that the lawful orders or requirements of such 
commissioners drawn in question have been 
Violated or disobeyed, it shall be lawful for 
such courtto issue a writ of injunction or 
other proper process, mandatory or other- 
wise, to restrain such common car- 
rier from further continuing such viola- 
tion of such order or requirement of 
said commissioners and enjoin obedience to 
the same. If such court shall hold and de- 
cide that any order of said Board of Railroad

Queen's banquets in St. George's Hall and 
Waterloo Chamber have been very splendid, 
the table blazing with gold plate and the din - 
ner itself being exceedingly good and served 
hot, which has not usually been accomplished 
on such occasions. Those functions, however, 
are desperately Gull and firesome, everything 
being so formal. The custom of giving toasts 
is detestable” This vulgar practice was in- 
troduced by George I., after his visit 
to Hanover, and it has since been 
kept up on state occasions, but it is 
quite out of place after a private dinner.

THE GARDEN PARTY. 

The garden party at Buckingham Palace on 
Wednesday resembled the Guild Hall ball in 
some of its worst features. The Queen was at 
one time mobbed by her guests in a disgrace- 
ful way, and the manner in which these well- 
dressed snobs pushed and scrambled in order 
to approach Her Majesty was something awful 
to behold. Some hundreds of the company 
crowded all around the royal tent, apparently 
intending to stop there and stare, and 80 in- 
tolerable did this nuisance become that Pon- 
sonby, Sir John Cowell, Lord Bridport, Lord 
Latham and other members of the household 
were obliged to come forward and request 
them to move away.
